HONOLULU - The educational 
process in Hawaii, international in 
scope and character as It is, neither 
contemplates nor apprehends the 
submergence of the more ancient 
cultures represented in this meeting 
place of all i>eoples On the con- 
trary, it hopes to perpetuate the 
best of the old and to blend It im- 
perceptibly with the new.

The operations of March 21. 1918.

It was 
launched March 21 on a front of 50 
miles, and continued until April 6. 

"This drive aimed to separate the 
British and French armies, to isolate 
the former by the capture of an im- 
portant railroad center at Amiens, 
and force them back to the channel. 
It resulted In driving the British 
forces back about 40 miles."

Ameriran civilization can hardly 
fall to learn that with the majority 
of people it Is considered material- 
istic Sometimes this valuation is 
suffused with admiration, more of- 
ten with condemnation The masses 
of people in foreign countries know 
the United States and Its lnhabi- 
ants chiefly by what they see In the 
American movies, In the senational 
press or read in American literature 
of protest such as "Main Street" 
and "Babbitt " It can be readily 
understood, therefore, why American 
civilization is regarded by large 
numbers of persons In other coun- 
tries as a .(azz civilization, with low- 
standards of cultural and spiritual 
life: a civilization characterized by 
a scramble for wealth, for the ma- 
terial things that wealth will buy 
and by an absence of interest in 
the finer things of the spirit, which 
have made life really worth while 
throughout the ages: a civilization 
in which the art of living, the finest 
ol all arts, is practically unknown 
It can also be understood why so 
many thoughtful people in other 
countries fear the ■ Americanizing" 
that is taking place In the attitude 
toward life among their own people 

Are There Not Other Influences 

Is this a Just estimate or are there 
other influences spreading from her 
shores. Are there a growing number 
of persons in other countries who 
believe that the United States is 
making real contribution to the cul- 
tural and spiritual life of the world? 
This article is written in the belief 
that these two questions can be 
answered in the affirmative. 

Before thr Great War there is a 
difrerent story: but it Is well known 
that the contacts of the United 
States with Europe from 1917 on, 
aroused in America an interest in 
Europe and among many Europeans 
it aroused a desire to learn about 
the United States, its people and its 
civilization. 

This desire on the part of Euro- 
peans and Americans for a better 
understanding of each other took 
many forms of realization. None 
was more significant than the in- 
terchange of students. Institutions 
in the United States made success- 
ful efforts to attract students from 
all over the world, the number grad- 
ually increasing until in 1929 there 
were enrolled almost 10,000 foreign 
students in Its colleges and univer- 
sities. Moreover, countries which 
had been comparatievly indifferent 
to the presence of American stu- 
dents before the war now in turn ' nese students who have studied in 
made efforts to attract them. For its institutions during the past two 
example, in England, the degree of I generations came as undergraduates 



Thr American Immigration Act of 
1924 almost destroyed the business 
of thr transatlantic steamship com- 
panies in carrying immigrants from 
Europe to the United States The 
companies, therefore, as is well 
known, remodeled thrlr third class 
auaitrrs to improvr their quality 
and make thrm morr attractive and 
established what is known as stu- 
dent third class The low rate 
charged has enabled thousands of 
American students to visit European 
counties who otherwise would have 
been unable to do so Moreover, 
similar tours to Latin America, to 
Japan and Russia wrrr 
last yrar for the first time. 

Knows Background of Countries 

Thr mere fact that thousands of 
Americans spend thrlr summer va- 
cations In Europe is no guarantee 
that a bettrr international under- 
standing will result We are all 
aware of the Irritation caused in 
Europe by thr ndvrnt of the Ameri- 
can "arriviste." 

But the student is not an "arriv- 
iste"; he is usually familiar to some 
drgrrr with the history and civili- 
zation of the European countries he 
wsits As the vacation exodus be- 
comes wisely organized and super- 
vised, it may be expected to become 
a bettrr agency in the development 
of international understanding. 

One of the most significant as- 
pects of this movement is the inter- 
change of students on fellowships.

in all the countries that exchange 
to study abroad, students who other- 
wise, because of financial limita- 
tions, would be unable to do so. With 
the exception of the Rhodes scholar- 
ships, international exchange fel- 
lowships hardly existed before the 
war. Today they are numbered by 
the thousands and their mere enu- 
meration fills two stout booklets. 
Exchange fellowships exist for al- 
most all the European countries and 
for some others. In the case of the 
European countries these fellowships 
are provided almost always for grad- 
uate students who pursue some spe- 
cial field of scholarship in the for- 
eign country. Having already se- 
cured their natipnal undergraduate 
education they are btter fitted prop- 
ly to evaluate the education and 
culture of the foreign country in 
which they study. One of the rea- 
sons why the United States has had 
such a remarkable influence upon 
the cultural and educational life of 
China is that the thousand of Chl- 



Doctor of Philosophy was establish 
ed at Oxford primarily to attract 
American students. To both Prance 
and Great Britain. American stu- 
dents went in increasing numbers 

Today, in addition to the 96 
Rhodes scholars maintained with 
British funds, there are almost 600 
regularly enrolled in British institu- 
tions ol higher education and even 
more in French institutions. More- 
over, though because of the war 
Germany lost her primacy as a ren- 

universities have attracted them in 
increasing numbers since peace was 
restored. The "vacation courses" 
given before the war in summer in 
a few European countries for for- 
eign students have in larger meas- 
ure become "summer sessions" in 
numerous English universities, 
chiefly for Americans. In fact, in 
some instances the summer sessions 

on those of American institutions 
nee to length of sessions, 
assigned readings, ex- 
amination and so forth, so that 
American students who attend them 
might receive "credit" in their home 
Institutions for work done at the 
foreign universities. This is unfor- 
tunate, because one of the features 
of higher education in the United 
States of which we should rid our- 
selves as soon as possible is the 
method of obtaining a bachelor's 
degree by the accumulation of 
"credits." 

Education and Industry 
Of far greater value has been the 
adoption in Europe of the policy of 
co-operation between education and 
industry that has characterized re- 
cent industrial development in the 
United States. The schools estab- 
lished by great American corpora- 
tions such as the General Electric 
and the Standard Oil and by such 
houses as the National City Bank, 
have been so successful in realizing 
their aims to to make a profund 
impression upon similar organiza- 
tions in European countries. 

During the past eight years there 
have been established in European 
countries national unions of stu- 
dents which have more recently been 
organized into the Confederation In- 
ternationale des Etudiants. Two 
years ago the National Student Fed- 
eration of America was founded and 
it has become the American branch 
of the Confederation. Though the 
federation has attained little real 
strength as yet, this action has been 
of service to the thousand of Amer- 
ican students who go abroad during 
the summer vacation, for the stu- 



and became saturated with Amen 
can political, economic and social 
.ideas before they had thoroughly 
absorbed their own national culture. 
They formed one of the most vital 
influences in the transformation of 
China. It is Interesting to know 
that six of the ten portfolis in the 
Chinese Cabinet of today are held 
by men who received their degrees 
in American universities. 

It is hard to exaggerate the in- 
fluence of this international ex- 
change of students. So Important 
have become the interests of Amer- 
ican students and teachers in some 
of the European countries that or- 
ganizations have been founded es- 
pecially to look after these interests. 
The American University Union in 
Europe has branches in London, 
Paris, and Rome, which are centers 
of information, advice and assist- 
ance in their respective countries for 
American students and teachers. 
The unions are also of inestimable 
service to the education officials of 
those countries. The Amerika-In- 
stitut at Berlin, and the Autro- 
American Institut at Vienna per- 
form the same function for Amer- 
ican students in Germany and Aus- 
tria. On the other hand, the Insti- 
tute of International Education was 
founded in New York immediately 
after the war to be a cenrtal clear- 
ing house of information and advice 
for American students and teachers 
concerning foreign educational sys- 
tems and of foreign students and 
teachers concerning American edu- 
cation. There is little reason today 
for any American student going

Moreover, 
in all the larger American universi- 
ties frequented by foreign students, 
a special official or committee of 
the faculty has been established to 
supervise their interests. In New 
York, that, rmarkable institution, 
International House, was established 
in conjunction with the Columbia 
University to house some 600 stu- 
dents, three-quarters of whom are 
foreign students from practically 
every country in the world. And 
International House is about to be 
duplicated at the University of Chi- 
cago and the University of Califor- 
nia. In these institutions and in 
American college dormitories gen- 
erally, the foreign students live in 
daily contact with the American 
students and have opportunity to 
learn from them many aspects of 
American life which they could 
never get in the classroom Sim- 
ilarly, such contact gives the Amer- 
ican students information concern- 
ing foreign countries and institu- 
tions.— Stephen P. Duggan.

College Without 
Grades, Credits, Is 
Now Recommended 



Plans for a new university educa- 
tional system which would do away 
with a compulsory attendance, day- 
to-day assignments, grades and 
credits, have been outlined by Rob- 
ert Maynard Hutehins 31-year-old 
of the University of Chi- 



'If a student in the junior college 
felt that he could better pass the 
examination that would be given 
him at the end of his first two years 
in college, by going to New York, or 
reading the Sunday paper, he could 
do that." 

President Hutehins would allow a 
graduate of the Junior college who 
successfully passed his examinations 
to enter an upper school which, 
conducted in the same manner, 
would grant the candidate his bach- 
elor's degree whenever he could suc- 
cessfully pass the examination. 

A brilliant student could per- 
haps obtain his degree from college 
in six months. There would be many 
who would graduate in three years 
and others in five years. There is 
nothing particularly sacred about 
the mystical four years in which to 
gain a degree " 

President Rutchins. a tall, broad 
shouldered, dark haired young man. 
smiled as he recalled his work as 
dean of the Yale law school under 
the prevailing credit method of 
granting degrees. "Why. we had to 
buy an adding machine to find out 
whether or not our students could 
graduate." 

The youngest president in the 
world of a great university, squared 
his shoulders and snapped out, in 
answer to the question. "Are large 
universities diploma mills?" "The 
size has nothing to do with it. A 
large university can be a great one." 

He smiled as he commented upon 
student self-government. 

"I have had little conn'tction with 
student disclipline. as I was dean of 
a professional school, before becom- 
ing president. In that position, we 
followed the rugle of ignoring con- 
duct of our student, unless they 
broke into print. I don't know 
whether that method would apply 
to undergraduates or not." — Ohio 
State Lantern.
